The guest speakers were 
Mr. Desjardins for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture of Quebec, 
Mr. Peter Schousboe, from 
New Brunswick, Mr. Grant, 

from Nova Scotia, Mr. Wood- 
ward, from the Federal Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

E^ch man spoke about his 
respective aims and policies 
which be felt were of prime 



importance to meet these aims. 
At times some of the speakers 
were under fire for some of 
their policies, such as Fedco or 
Bill C-196. However, the speak- 
ers eloquently protected their 
points of view and reasons for 
enforcing some of the much 
argued policies. 

Both the provincial and 
federal governments were more 
at ease while talking about job 
opportunities for students. Per- 
haps this is because of the wide 
scope of duties these govern- 
ments must cover and also be- 
cause of the available budgets. 

Again each speaker answer- 
ed any question from the au- 
dience, and were pleased to 
have been part of the College 
community. 



New Curriculum Approved 



On February 10th Senate approved 
a restructured curriculum for the 
Macdonald Campus. The present 14 
programs in Agriculture have been 
uduced to six Major areas of study: 
Agricultural Engineering, Agricul- 
tural Economics, Animal Science, 
Plant Science, General Agricultural 
Science and Soil Science. Two re 
structured major areas of study are 
Biological Sciences and Renewable 
Resource Development. There are 
four specialized sequences in the 
Biological Sciences major. They 
are Botanical Sciences, Zoological 
Sciences, Microbiology and Envi- 
ronmental Biology. The Renewable 
Resource Major has six specialized 
sequences: Wildlife Resources, En- 
vironmental Conservation, Public 
Service and Administration, Re- 
source Economics and Management, 
Community Resource Development 
and Agricultural Land Use Planning. 

Dietetics will be a continuing 
major area^of study under the Food 
Science program. Two restructured 
majors will be in Food Technology 
and Food and Consumer Sciences. 
Specialized sequences under Food 
and Consumer Sciences are Food 
Biochemistry Food Management, 
Nutrition, Sanitation Management, 
Consumer Education and Home Eco- 
nomics. 

Each major area of study has a 
conunon core of required courses 
for all its sequences. According to 
the specialty chosen there may or 
may not be an additional list of re- 
quired electives. There is a further 
list of free electives which are to 



be chosen in consultation with an 
academic advisor. A minimum of 
thirty credits will be required for 
a B.Sc. and not more than 13 first 
year university (Ul) courses will be 
counted towards the degree. Under 
the credit promotion system students 
will be able to get their degree in 
three years. Students on the Mac- 
donald Campus can easily relate to 
the program by identifying the' pre 
sent first two years of the five year 
program - Collegial Science I & II - 
as preuniversity years and the pre 
sent third year becomes First Year 
University orUl. 

Macdonald students presently m 
Collegial Science II are obviously 
well prepared for the new curricu- 
lum. Students completing second 
year C.E.G.E.P. with a Diploma in 
either the Physical or Biological 
Science stream as well as those wyh 
equivalent programs in other uni- 
versities will a£o be eligible candi- 
dates. Besides their Diploma they 
will have to provide a transcript of 
their results to date and an evalua- 
tion by their instructors which is 
referred to as a Suitabihty Report. 
Students who are in University pro- 
grams other than Collegial ones 
should establish equivalence and 
possible credits by consultation with 
the Registrar. A detailed list of the 
courses offered in each Major Area 
of Study will be in the current spe 
cial edition of the McGill Reporter.

IVfot all of these people want a mixed education. 
On the other hand, a sizeable number of people 
wish such a mixed education. In agriculture 
cooperation between technical and professional' 
aspects of the field are of the greatest impor-* 
tance. It is surprising that a greater number of 
students do not recognize the need for their 
facility in both aspects of the field.

An often asked question is ''have students 

enough say in which coui'ses they should take 
in ootaining a degree?" Since a student would 
best know what courses are beneficial only after 
he left university and commenced some occupa- 
tion or job, he could not very efficiently choose 
all his courses. Courses chosen entirely by 
staff would tend to omit areas of interest for 
the student. The student might find himself 
taking many courses which he is not interested 
in and thereby losing enthusiasm in his educa- 
tion. 

Courses chosen by both staff and students 
would give enough guidance to the^student of 
useful courses and leave enough room for him/ 
her to pursue his line of interest.

However one 
must realize that, if a degree is to be profes- 
sional, the subject matter taught to a student 
seeking the degree must be determined to a 
large extent by people in the profession. Be- 
cause of this it is not always necessary to be 
quided by a professor who has academic but 
no professional experience.

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Mclennan library 
suspends operations 



With regard to future services, 
Dr. Bell said that the Univer- 
sity had been assured that in 
withdrawing its support from 
the^ TravelUng Library the 
Quebec Public Libraries Com- 
mission recognized its respon- 
sibihty to provide alternative 
access for rural communities 
to good reading in both langua- 
ges. The McLennan TravelUng 
Library had proved many times 
over that good reading brought 
renewed life and vitaUty to 
isolated communities. He hoped 
very much that the Commission 
would redouble its efforts to 
make adequate provision for the 
library needs of rural commu- 
nities. 



The Principal of McGill Uni- 
versity, Dr. Robert E. Bell has 
announced with regret that the 
McLennan Travelling Library 
will cease its operations on 
April 30th next. The library was 
founded by the McLennan family 
in 1901 and supported by further 
donations from Miss Isabelle 
McLennan and her brother Mr. 
Hugh McLennan. 

For over seventy years, the 
Library has sent books to En- 
glish-speaking communities 
throughout Quebec, and especial- 
ly to the Eastern Townships, the 
uaspe Peninsula, Seven Islands, 
Schefferville and the Ottawa Val- 
ley. In recent years two book- 
mobiles have supplied the lei- 
sure reading of rural schoqls 
and libraries. Women's Insti- 
tutes and individual subscribers. 
Last year there were 200 visits 
to schools serving 75,000 chil- 
dren, as well as to market and 
church halls; in all a total of 
205,000 books were circulated. 

In 1960 because the costs were 
growing greater than the endow- 
ment could supply, the Quebec 
Public Libraries Commission 
began to support the Library, 
but in 1968 the annual grant 
was withdrawn. The McLennan 
endowment income amounts to 
roughly $8,000 a year, and the 
annual budget rose to approxi- 
mately $65,000, of which the 
Quebec grant was $50,000. For 
the past three in years the 
University has continued to 

$145,000. In view of the with- 
drawal of government support, 
the increasing operational costs, 
and its own straitened financial 
circumstances, the University 
has regretfully concluded that it 
has no alternative but to termi- 
nate the Library's operations at 
the end of the present session.
